We now give 
a few other selections, which we find in a Bos- 
ton letter of one of our eastern exchanges.— 
The writer says that a very pleasant part of 
the correspondence are the letters of Mr. 
Webster, written while a law student, to his 
brother Exekiel. who was struggling to pay for 
his education by keeping school in Boston. All 
the spare cash which Daniel could earn by 
teaching or copying deed* had been devoted to 
hia brother's college expenses, but hia income 
waa too narrow to meet them fully.
